Governor Suir’ 8 proclamation re- 
garding. the calling out of the New 
York militia next month to. further 
the military efficiency contemplated by 
the National Defense act is a sober 
document without -flourishes of any 
sort.

GEORGE ROGERS: CLARE. 

If the unveiling of a monument to 
General Gzoras. Roczers CiarK at 
Springfield, Ohio, last’ Friday sends 
the rising gereration, and, for that 
matter, the oldsters,; to their books, 
they will dip into pretentious histories 
that do not mention the gréat fron- 
tiersman in the index. Perhaps it fs 
not surprising. When CrarK died 
near Louisville, in 1818, his powerful 
physique “ broken down by excessive 
drinking and paralysis,’’ America had 
almost forgotten him. . Often he had 
railed against his country as ungrate- 
ful, and not without reason. -It was 
Georan, RoGers CuarxK whose pioneer- 
ing and fighting in the Northwest (in- 
cluding “the Middle West of our day) 
put the liberated Colonies in a position 
to demand the: cession of all that vast 
territory in the treaty of 1783. Ciark 
used his private funds freely in his 
eaterprises when he could not get suf- 
‘ficient backing from his own Virginia 
(he was born near Monticello). His 
sole reward was an individual share 
of 8,049 acres of wild land, part of a 
gift from the Virginia Legislature of 
150,000 acres to him and to his back- 
woodsmen for their campaigns against 
the Indians and the British. 

Land when it was Ahe wilderness 
often had no price in that period. 
CuaRK received the title to his share 
in 1781. Two years later he fell into 
disfavor, when Virginia relieved him 
of his command. Fame knocked at 
his Goor again when he was appointed 
to lead 1,000 men in the Indian war 
of 17868. ‘The expedition, badly man- 
aged, ended in a failure that re- 
garded as disgraceful, because CLARK 
and his men never came to grips with 
the savages. There was something 
liké mutiny in thé ranks when Ciarx, 
whose followers had complained of 
short rations, sent runners ahead to 
offer the Indians or war, thus 
throwing away ‘his chance to surprise 
them. ~In- spite of his entreaties, 300 
of the frontiersmen saddled their 
horses and took the back trail. The 
rest of the command soon followed 
them, CiLarK’s reputation as a leader 
never recovered from this misadven- 
ture, It was further damaged when 


he accepted.a commission from Citizen :

During the last fiscal year the 
Federal Government created two new 
national monuments, bringing the 
total up to thirty. A national monu- 
ment differs froma national park 
primarily in that it is small in area 
and is established by a Presiden- 
tial ‘proclamation... The list of monu- 
ments shows that most of them have 
been.created to preserve some particu- 
iar spot of historic, scientific or scenic 
interest. Of these.nearly all are in 
the Southwest, and include the Petri- 
fied Forest and many cliff dwellings. 
The famous Rainbow Natural Bridge 
in Southeastern Utah also is set aside 
as a national monument. 

One of the latest to be added to the 
list is the curious geological formation 
known locally as *‘ Bat Cave” and 
now formally christened . Carlsbad 
Cave National Monument. The old 
hame, needless to say, came from the 
presence of a large number of bats, 
which, according to tradition, could be 
seen each evening leaving“ the. cave 
through one of its mouths in such 
numbers that: they: looked like smoke. 
The modern name is. taken from the 
neighboring. town of Carlsbad, near 
the Guadelupe Mountains, in New 
Mexico. " The cave, or strictly speak- 
ing series .of caverns, is described as 
being of the usual limestone forma- 
tion, with all manner. of _interest- 
ing “‘ pillars,” *‘curtains "’ and. other 
forms so commonly found in limestone 
caves. One room is-nearly @ half mile 
long and -several hundred feet wide. 
The roof in places is said to be 200 
feet high. 

The constantly increasing popularity 
of motor camping makes it more im- 
portant than ever to set aside inter- 
esting and beautiful spots not only to 
insure their access to the people at 
large, but to make it possible to shield 
them from the vandalism which is 
part. of the spiritual: equipment of 
every tourist. In recent years the De- 
partment of the Interior has found it 
necessary to resort to stratagem in 
order to protect some of the monu- 
ments. This is notably’ true. at In- 
scription Rock, @ historic spot in New 
Mexico bearing inscriptions, left by 
some of the Spanish explorers. © In 
order to prevent tourists from carving 
their names on the rock, and so ~de- 
facing it, a thick bed of cactus has 
been planted at the foot of the rock. 
It takes an ambitious initial carver 
to brave a “hedge of cholla cactus 
inorder to leave his mark on a monu- 
ment.
